Alost of these propositions, the 
secretary stated, w ere of a directory 
listing nature with a sign, showing 
th at an inspection has been made, 
throw n in. 
C. Not Approached 
“The C ham ber of Commerce 
not l>ecn approached by 
any 
vertising representatives nor

relative thereto,” Air. Scharf said. 
“So far as the local organization 
is concerned, its positions 
as re­

advertising

changed.

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Washington 
Highlights 


By Herbert t'. IM urn mer 
Washington 
(AP). — lf Mark 
Twain had had the opportunity of 
visiting the central cilice of the 
weather 
bureau in Washington, 
probably 
this 
statement 
that 
“everybody talks about the weath­ 
er, but nobody does anything about 
it” would have gone unsaid. 
Certainly those who attempt to 
interpret the varying moods of the 
weather are doing their dead level 
best to do something about it. One 
who observes them at work cannot 
help but be convinced. 
The task of supplying the daily 
weather forecast is begun at 8 
o'clock every morning in the year. 
At this time the instruments in the 
telegraph room begin, to click, and 
the rush of coded reports from the 
\arious distributing centers is on. 


Reports Come In 
A translator sits on a high stool 
in the forecasting room by a chute 
from the telegraph room. Around 
him are grouped a number of ex­ 
pert and highly trained men before 
maps of the United States. 
Up the chute comes a coded re­ 
port. 
Probably it reads “Miami 
danube sea-nymph derange bangs 
cafe confer.” The game is on. The 
translator calls “Miami barometer 
30.22, temperature 60, wind north­ 
west 12 miles, a trace of rain, etc.” 
The experts make rapid notations 
on their maps as each of the 150 
or more reports are called. 
Now the tensest moments have 
arrived. 
With 
practically all the data 
charted that can be obtained in 
time for use, the chief forecaster 
studies the principal c hart and the 
auxiliary ones, weighing carefully 
the various factors provided him. 
After a few minutes of scientific 
reasoning and simple mc*ntal com­ 
putations, the forecaster quietly 
calls out “Ohio,” the first state for 
which a forecast is made. The head 
chart man, an expert typist, wats 
himself at a noiseless typewriter 
and writes even as fast as the 
words are dictated. After a cheek. 
these forecasts are rushed to the 
telegraph room and immediately 
distribution is begun to ail parts 
of the state named.
